—It is now whispered that the reason 
of the Queen of Spain’s intimacy with 
our American Princess, Mrs, Mackay, 
was that the fair Californiennc had 
loaned the Queen some thousands of 
francs, for which that lady had given 
her note. Monsieur Mackay attempted 
to collect the sum loaned when the note 
l»ecamc due, but her Majesty blandly in­ 
formed him that she never paid such 
tilings; that she considered the debt 
canceled by the introductions and invi­ 
tations she had given. 
—The revision of the war treasure of 
the German empire will shortly be 
made. This treasure, which is said to 
amount to 120,000,* HJO marks in gold 
coin, is deposited in the Julius Tower 
at Spandau. 
The two Commissioners 
whose duty it is to verify tile treasure 
each possess a key of the chamber in 
which it is kept, and the door opens 
only when the keys are applied simul­ 
taneously. Tho treasure is divided into 
ten lots, and each lot is further sub­ 
divided into twelve others of 1,000,000 
marks each. This large sum of 12<>,-

—Dr. Lowe, the most active advocate 
of the idea of establishing a German 
university in the United States, hasbeen 
arrested in Frankfort on suspicion of 
embezzling the moneys that have been 
coming in as contributions to the pro­ 
ject, and his effects and papers have 
been subjected to examination. The re­ 
sult of the search has not yet been made 
public. Dr. Lowe, before the university 
scheme was set on foot, had been a tu­ 
tor in one of the higher schools, and 
not noted for possessing much wealth; 
but of late he has been living in elegant 
style, and this, it is supposed, has caused 
his prosecution. 
—Newgate Prison, one of the old land­ 
marks of London is to be palled down. 
Clerkenwell Prison will become in fu­ 
ture the central lock up for London mal­ 
efactors, and the courts of law, which 
comprise what is known as the Old 
Hailey, will be enlarged so as to cover 
the space now occupied by the prison.

Their descent and possessions 
have in scores upon scores of eases been 
unbroken for SOU or even 8' hi years, 
whereas the unlimited power of a Prime 
Minister or sovereign to create a new 
peer has constantly introduced into the 
upper house men but a few removes 
from trade or the professions. < >f the j 
entire 413 families whose heads have j 
scats as peers of England only 77 exist cd 
as nobles in 1707, when the union of 
England and Scotland took place, JU ! 
having been raised to the peerage, ex­ 
clusive of the last batch, since that date.

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The dil iijt net a general is the ordinary 
Concord coach, drawn by eight mules, 
harnessed in a complicated tangle, which 
is technically described as 44two wheel­ 
ers, four on a swing, and two leaders,” 
i. e., two at the wheels, four abreast in 
the middle, and two ahead. The driver 
wore a pair of goat-skin breeches, with 
the long yellow hair outside, comically 
suggesting the legs of a satyr, 
lie had 
an assistant beside him, who wielded the 
whip, or, if whipping failed, pelted Hie 
mules with small stones from a leather 
bag filled for the purpose. 
There was 
extraordinary neatness and precision in 
his aim. The offender was admonished 
by sharp, unerring little taps on the car, 
or the root of the tail, or a projecting 
liip-joint. 
On these occasions, unlike 
the teamster of the Northwest, the Mexi­ 
cans do not rely on profanity. 
Thus far we had met no vehicles ex­ 
cept the two-wheeled earls drawn by 
oxen—wheels without tires, hewn out 
and showing the separate strokes of the 
ax, but many humble travelers on foot, 
trotting into Mexico with back-loads of 
market stuff. 
Fruits aud vegetables 
were carried in a four-sided hamper or 
cage called a buncal, made of osiers; 
often it w’as filled with live fowls, the 
tail-feathers of the cock gayly fluttering 
through the bars of the cage, or was di­ 
vided into compartments, w ith eggs be­ 
low and fowls above. 
We met huge 
masses of pottery ingeniously woven 
together with cords of the agave and tow­ 
ering perilously above the bearer’s head ; 
rolls of matting, wooden trays, bundles 
of sugar-cane, camote (a kind of sweet 
potato), tomatoes wrapped in green 
leaves. A pair of live hens never came 
amiss, swinging by the legs from a dis­ 
engaged hand, or tied to an available 
corner of the load. Whole families w ere 
en route, even to the baby rolled in one 
end of tile long cotton scarf w hich the 
Indian mother wears over her head, or 
suspended in its folds at her back. I do 
not think a stranger procession could be 
ii with on the high roads of this cen­ 
tury. 
Steadily climbing, the country growl­ 
ing poorer and wilder, we pass many 
little heaps of stones supporting Hie 
fatal eross—the place of a murder— 
making a mute appeal to the traveler to 
pray for one cut-off in his sin*. 
We 
enter the mountain passes, dark with 
fines and firs, and ascend to the battle­ 
ground of Las Cruces, on the divide 
w’hich separates the Vallev of Mexico 
from that of Toluca. 
We pass the 
monument to Hidalgo, and I a^k with 
shame wTho was Hidalgo, and ani an­ 
swered: 
“ He was our Washington— 
uhis is our Bunker Hill I” 
It was here, 
on the 30th of October, 18b', that Hidal­ 
go, with his Indian insurgents, armed 
chiefly with slings, bowrs, clubs, lances 
and machetes9 met the troops of the 
Spanish Government 
under Colonel 
TruxiUo, and drove them back upon 
the capital. The loss of the Indians 
must have been frightful; in their ig­ 
norance of the nature of artillery, they 
charged Truxillo’s guns and “ tried to 
stop the mouth of them with their straw 
hats, until hnndreds had |>erished by 
the discharge.” After the battle, a sad 
train of Indian women w ent up on the 
mountain to bury their dead. and the 


tempted to pass, but she was not in 
hurry, and brought me to a standstil 
with*the command and query: 44 Stop 
Aren’t )’ou glad to see me?” For a mo 
rnent, iii a nub of thought forgetting a1 
else but my avowed adherence to Hie 
truth, Lstammered, 44 I’m not glad you 
met me just at this time,” anti then 
with a hasty 44 excuse mc,” I hurried 
off, leaving her to go .straight to my 
home anti question as to my sanity. 
A little further on I met Ilob. He no­ 
ticed my flushed appearance and in­ 
quired as to its cause. 44 Oh, I’m bom 
too much; talked to death,” I said; ant 
would you believe it, Boll, my bosom 
friend, went off in a huff. I now’ began 
to meditate, but while I was musing the 
fire burned. Only about one-half the 
time allotted for the experiment had 
expired, ami I Ii i*! as yet confined my 
assertion to the strictest truth. 
But 
whither could I go lo avoid coming iii 
contact with curious and questioning 
mankind? I had it; I would seek the 
seclusion which the woodland grants. 
I would spend the remaining hours 
where surely I would meet with no in­ 
terruption. 
No sootier had I entered the quiet for- 
e-t, however, than as though the fate- 
were against mc, I met two more lady 
friends, who were gathering mosses. 
I 
immediately felt a presentiment that 
failure w’as at hand. 
I could not avoid 
conversation, but trusted to the utility 
of monosyllabic answers to carry me 
beyond the breakers into w hich I had 
unwittingly drifted. To shirk or evade 
a question I could not conscientiously 
deem to be fair, ;ind so w hen, after a 
few commonplace remarks, one of the 
ladies asked: 44Why were you not at 
Mrs. F.’s reception last night?” I quiet­ 
ly’ replied: 441 didn’t wish to go.” Why 
not ? and many other questions followed 
in conseqlienee of fearless answers, and 
so in less than ten minutes I had deliv­ 
ered an opinion anything but compli­ 
mentary to Mrs. F.j her husband and 
many of their guests. Of course all this

couraging. I—oh, well, just try it your­ 
self, for though I may moralize I am 
far from morality’, since last evening J 
made a social call upon the man w ho 
proposed that I should stir up su«fi 
strife.

Between A Shark’s Jaws* 


Anthony McDonald, a sailor belong­ 
ing to Hie English ship Forest Rights, 
was drowned w’hile bathing near the 
Central w harf. Being a good swimmer, 
it is not known whether he w’as seized 
with cramps or attacked by a shark. 
The mate of a vessel lying near went to 
his assistance as soon as it was knowm 
that he was in peril, but before roaching 
the spot the unfortunate youth had sunk 
out of sight. The body was dragged 
for, but w as not recovered until the next 
morning, w’hen it was found to have 
been horribly mutilated by sharks. De­ 
ceased was aged 18, a native of Liver­ 
pool, and this was his first voyage. We 
are told that w’hile quite a party of gen­ 
tlemen were viewing the body, an im­ 
mense shark—estimated lobe more than 
fifteen feet in length—arose to the sur­ 
face and, seizing the body, instantly 
carried it under the wharf. Parties 
standing near took hold of the rope and 
after a tug with the monster they de­ 
prived him of his prey. The subsequent 
attack of the man-eater is conclusive 
proof that the young man met an awrful 
death in the voracious jaws of a shark. 
His head and one arm and one log were 
gone, while a large gash was visible in 
his left side. Tins is the second death 
of the kind that has come to our knowl­ 
edge within the year. The other was 
that of the mate of a small vessel, who 
wTas knocked overlx>ard between here 
and Mobile a few months ago, and who 
wras seized by one of these large fish and 
carried below’ in tho presence of his 
ahi ninnies.—1\ to-acoin (la :< tte.

Mr. D. F. Sayre, of Porter, has collect­ 
ed some interesting statistics in regard 
to the production of tobacco in Wiscon­ 
sin, which will be of interest to the gen­ 
eral reader. There is a tobacco “boom,” 
as there was a hop “boom” in 1867-8, but 
tobacco is a more certain crop, aud there­ 
fore its culture will bo more lasting and 
more profitable than hops. 
In ISSI, there wore raised iii Wiscon­ 
sin 12,585 acres of tobacco. Of this num­ 
ber 
of 
acres, 
Dane 
county bul 
5,864, 
and 
Rock 
county 
5,704 
acres, the two counties making 11,- 
564 acres, nearly the entire crop of the 
State. There are 62 counties m Wiscon­ 
sin, and 35 of them raised tobacco iii 
1881. The banner town in tile State is 
Christiana, rn Dane, which had 1,125 
acres, aud the second is Porter in Rock, 
which hail 1,118 acres, < »nly seven ucres 
less than Christiana. The next in mini 
ber of acres is Pleasant Springs, in 
Dane 
county, 
which 
hail 
1,043 
acres. 
It 
may 
lie 
surprising, but it is true, that about half 
of the tobacco crop of the entire State, is 
growu iii five towns—Christiana, Pleas­ 
ant Springs, and Dunkirk, iii Dane coun­ 
ty, aud Porter and Fulton, iii Rock coun­ 
ty. Tho concentration of the tobacco 
crop in so few towns, is au interesting 
study to all who care to give the question 
any consideration. The success which 
attended the tobacco crop last year will 
doubtless cause a vast increase of acre­ 
age in 1882.
